Subtracting this sum from the 
total school fund for the year, 93.- 
MS^TSjM, xve have a balance of 92,- 
352.575.ot remaining to be dislribut- I 
rd. This balance should bo divided 
into two equal parts of 91. 176,289.52. 
to be apportioned to counties in the 
following manner: 

one-half on the basis of the aggre- 
gate daily attendance. This would 
be done by requiring teachers to 
report at the end of each school 
year the actual number of days at- 
tended by each child enrolled in 
school. The sum of these days in 
attendance would give the aggregate 
daily attendance for the district, 
and from these would be obtained 
tin mrtgllW for the county and 
State. The amount distributed upon 
this basis would be divided by Ihe 
aggregate daily attendance for the 
State, and each county obtain as 
many of the equal parts as it had 
days of aggregate attendance. By 
tins method any county could in- 
crease the amount of money it re- 
ceived from the Stale hy increasing 
attendance and lengthening the 
term. Many stales now use the 

methods described above. 

The remaining portion of the 
school fund should be made to stim- 
ulate local effort for payment of 
teachers. As a State, we are very 
liberal with our schools, there beiny 
but few states doing more than we 
do, but we most pitifully fail in local 
support. During the school year of 
1916-17 there was paid to elementary 
teachcr« in rural and graded schools 
from the State fund, 93,147,542.79, 
and from county funds, 9160,377.60. 
In other words, local communities 
paid five cents out of each dollar 
expended for the teaching of their 
children. Is it strange that our 

I eoplc should look upon the scl I 

fund as a free gift and use it with 
too little sense of responsibility? 

As to the method of apportion- 
ment winch will stimulate local ef- 
fort la the |,est advantage, we have 
at least a partial precedent in recent 
legislation in one of our Southern 
stales Since 1015 Alabama has paid 
from the stale fund 91.000 to each 
county levying one mill of local 
tax for payment of teachers; 92,000 
for two-mill, and 95.000 for a three- 
mill levy. This places a premium 
upon local effort, but it possesses 
■ >ne fundamental defect. Counties 
are not the same size. In Kentucky 
ibex vary from I'ike with more than 
Moo square miles, to Robertson with 
little more than 100 square 
As a means of utilizing the 
method, but correcting the defect 
mentioned, the following scheme is 
proposed: 

The money remaining after 
the apportionments described above 
have been made should be ap- 
portioned upon a lax-levy-area 
basis in the following manner: 
The tax levy in mills for pay- 
ment of teachers in each county 
in the stale should be multiplied 
by the figure most nearly repre- 
senting the area of the county in 
even hundreds of square miles, The 
sum of these products for the vill- 
ous counties of the state would then

Investigation of What May Bt 
New Fust Supply. 

The bureau of mines will make aa 
Inveatigatimi to determine the com- 
mercial and economical value of lig- 
nites and the practicability of their 
utilization in production of fuel oil, 
gasoline suhitltut**. ammonia, tar, 
solid fuel, gas for power and 
i* terms of a 




An appropriation of $100,- 
000 waa voted. It waa argued that the 
object of th* Investigation Is to dem- 
onstrate th* commercial value of lig- 
nite, which I* one-third of the coal de- 
posit* of the nation. 

A vast volume of the deposits I* on 
government land, and Texas has ap- 
proximately 2.1,000,000,000 t..ns Tha 
official report says there I* bituminous 
coal In Texas, but not sufficient to sup- 
ply the rallreada, and In urging the 
passage of the bill Representative 
Wlngo of Arkansa* told the hous* that 
proper development of lignite In Texaa 
with Its full uses demonstrated would 
save an annual fuel bill to the people 
of that stat* of 
Post. 



Found Platinum Bed*. 

Dr. Herschel C. Parker of Columbia 
university, while on an exploring ex- 
pedition tn Alaska last summer, dis- 
covered extensive platinum beds In 
the Susitsna nnd Yentna valleys In 
the Cook Inlet country. He brought 
out a large number of ore samples on 
his return to the States, and Is now 
engaged In exhaustive tests of the 
metal. He extiects to establish a plant 
for handling the ore when be goes 
back to Alaska next spring. 

"The Alaska platinum ore la low 
grade." said Doctor Tarker. "but It la 
In abundance. It will have to be 
In large quantities and under 
scientific method* of economy to make 
It p*y. The question of Its commercial 
value is simply one of engineering. 
With the end of th* war and th* con- 
sequent wide use of platinum for Jew- 
elry, I bellev* the Alaska beds will 
prove a valuable sourc* of world sup- 
ply." 



Mystery Port 

A mystery port on the east const of 
England was one of the wonders of 
th* war. Its nam* I* now revealed n* 
Klcliborough, near Sandwich. Here 
there la a wide stretch of marshland 
surrounding the mouth of th* River 
Stour. and upon this ha* been built 
a town covering considerably over two 
thousand acre*. From this place taie 
and a quarter tons of store* have he*n 
sent to the western front alone. Thl* 
great new port Is Just outside Sand- 
wich, one of the old Cinque ports fa- 
mous In the day* of Queen Elizabeth. 
The ancient town, wb*r* a few years 
ago the gnus was growing In the 
streets has taken on a n*w leuse of 
llf*.

ent. Thus in Italy, where the death 
penallv is not allowed, a system ha« 
grown up of imprisoning murderers 
under such condition* nf solitary 
contlnement as »n make death on the 
gallows infinitely preferable.

THE PROPOSED TAX FOR ROADS 
AND BRIDGES AND ITS APPLICA- 
TION TO PRESENT CONDITIONS IN 
MADISON COUNTY 

A special meeting nf the Madison 
t in :il Court has been called fo- 
Tuesday, February IN, t'.Mll, tn con- 
sider the advisability of calling an 
I'li-i lliin to be held nt some dale tc 
he iixcl by the Court prior to April 
I. in vi to take the sense of the 
afteri ,,f the county in a proposition 
lo levy a special tax not to eiceed 
twenty cents i*n.»i on the 1100.110 
..f taxable properly in the county, 
fur a period not to exceed ten year*, 
tor I he purpose of the improvement 
or construct inn of the public roads 
mid bridges of the county, either or 
both, as the Fiscal Court may direct. 

The authority tinder which said 
.le.'i.Mi may he ordered by the 
Fiscal Court is conferred hy nn act 
of the Legislature at its special ses- 
sion in I!»I7. and the law was ap- 
proved by the fiovemor April 25, 
t!M7. since which time about fifteen 
Kentucky counties have held elcc,- 
li..iis hi which the proposition was 
approved by a majority of the voters 

and m a few nlies, perhaps four 

or live the proposition has been re- 
leeted by I majority of the voters. 

I nder the provisions of this law 
the amount colle. led is deposited by 
the Sheriff with the Cnunty Treas- 
urer, and the Fiscal Court alone 
ha* the control of the expenditure 
of the fund so collected, subject to 
all provisions of the law applying 
to its eipiitablc distribution to the 
various parts of the county from 
which collected, etc., etc. 

It is recognized at this time by a 
great majority of our peoplo that 
the unprecedented increase of auto- 
mobile traflic on the roads of the 
county causes our Macadam roads 
to deteriorate rapidly, especially the 
main roads leading from Richmond 
and it is necessary to change the 
type of road on these lines so as to 
withstand the traffic now using 
them and that which may be ex- 
peeted in the immediate future. 

It is also manifestly true that all 
bridfei and smaller drainage struc- 
tures on these main roads should bo 
so constructed as to "give maximum 
carrying capacity, strength and per- 
manence. The turnpike system of 
the county should be extended by 
the building of new pikes and 
bridge* where considerable num- 
bers of our people are thereby 
benefited until the turnpike system 
of the county is thereby made a 



thoroughly connected system ac- 
commodating tho people living in 
every section of the county with a 
surface road travelable every day 
111 the year. 

A special tax of 20 cents per 1100 
wouhl produce annually approxi- 
mately lto.ooo.no, which in addition 
to (be present tax of 25 rent* would 

make ava.lat it fmOOO.OO for 

road wiirk in the county, which 
amount should in a few years place 
the county in the forefront of Ken- 
tucky counties in respect to roads. 

The Court does not wish to pro- 
ceed with this important matter or 
put the county to the expense of an 
e l ee t leei unless there is evidence of 
sufficient favorable sentiment to 
justify the calling of an election, 
and every citifen and taxpayer is 
requested to indicate to the Magis- 
trate in his district his views upotii 
1 1 * i ssT niatter. and to be present at the 
meeting of the Court Tuesday. Feb 
ruary 18, and be heard. 



NEW DOG LAW 

The new dog law enacted by tho 
ti' iieral Assembly of Hie Common- 
wealth of Kentucky to become ef- 
le. live January I. !"!», reads as fol- 
lows: , 

»»n and arter the first day of Jan- 
uary, one thousand nine hundred 
and nineteen, it shall be unlawful 
for any pereoil te own or keep any 
,|..o miles, such dug is license.! by 
the County Clerk or deputy of the 
Mliatj m which the dog is kept and 
unless such dog at all times wears 
the cllar and tag provided for by 
this ad, excepting such dogs as are 
temporarily brought into the jState 
lor breeding, trial or show pur- 
poses." 

The Penalty 

Section :t:i provides as follows: 
"Any person other than an officer 
violating or failing or refusing to 
comply ayith any of the provisions 
..f this act shall he deemed guilty of 
1 iiii-ih'tneanoi- and upon conviction 
shall he adjudged to pay a tine of 
not exceeding 9100, or to undergo 
an imprisonment of not exceeding 
three months, or both at the discre- 
tion of the court. All lines collected 
under the provisions of this act shall 
be forthwith paid to the treasurer 
..f the proper county, and credited 
after the payment of such conimis- 
10ns as officers he entitled to under 
the law. te the live slock fund." 

Beetion M el the act is perhaps 
the most interesting part of the new 
law. It provides that "Any person 




nun kill any dog which he sees in 
the act of pursuing, worrying or 
wounding any live slock, or attack- 
ing human beings, whether or not 
such dog bears the license lag re- 
quired by Ihe provisions of this act. 
I here .hall be no liability nn such 
person in damages or otherwise for 
such killing." This would seem to 
otTer great protection to all live- 

stlM'k. 

The law provides Ibat whenever 
any person sustains any Iosh or 
damage to any livestock or poultry 
hy d"gs. or any livestock of any 
person i« n ssarily destroyed be- 
cause of 'having been bitten by a 
dog. such person or his agent may 
complain to the county judge or to 
any jlistii f Ihe peace. 

The complaint must he in writing, 
must be signed by the person mak- 
ing the complaint and shall state 
when, where and how such damage 
w as done, and by whose do^ or dogs, 
if known. "Such county judge or 
I'.sti.e of the peace shall appoint 
two appraisers whose duty it shad 
he to investigate and ascertain the 
amount of damage done. Hie 
owner who suffers tho loss shall bo 
reimbursed out of Ihe funds of (be 
Bounty in which Ihe damage was 
done."

Pneumonia— Caution Urged

Dr. Robert fJrahnm. professor of ani- 
mal pathology at the University of 
Illinois. Doctor nrahara gives warn- 
ing that when pigs of all ages and 
sizes are allowed to pile up at night 
In a warm shed some are likely to 
come out steaming In the morning and 
that the cold winds and frosty atmos- 
phere will have a bad effect on them. 
He recommends the following precau- 
tions : Hog houses and feeding places, 
runways, fences and sheds, should be 
thoroughly cleaned and sprayed with 
a 3 per cent water solution of com- 
pound of crenel (O. S. P.) or Its rec- 
ognized equivalent. Quicklime should 
be scattered freely about the lots, af- 
ter they have been raked clean of 
cohs and manure. Wallows should he 
drained and fenced off, all small holes 
filled and large fields where the infec- 
tion prevails should be cultivated.

It may be doubtful In some eases 
whether a special poultry farm enn 
operate profitably along the mime 
lines as lu the past. The grower of 
tuble poultry can use his stock, plant 
and equipment for production uloug 
some other Hue that will be profitable 

at this time. Indeed. In st nisei he 

must so adapt his business n> eming.-d 
conditions or sacrlrtce wl.ut be has lie 
vested in It. 

Kv.ry farmer that becomes Inter- 
ested In Increasing and Improving his 
farm js uliry, and every town r.-l.l.-nt 
who begins io keep poultry In the buck 
yard Is going to buy stock or eggs for 
or baby chicks. This should 
at leuat the normal demand for 
birds, eggs, and slock In the curly part 
of the year, and also stimulate <lc 
uiand for pellets In the fall.
